Society fears Bolton Road redevelopment plans 


Town revamp 
‘monolithic’ 


Price where sold, 25p 

are unsuitable and inflexible 



MAJOR plans to bring new 
shops, a hotel and 24-hour 
supermarket to Banbury 
have been likened to a “1970s 
monolithic development” by 
conservationists.

Banbury Civic Society has 
raised fears over a Cherwell 
District Council proposal to 


flatten the Gala Bingo hah 
and the Bolton Road multi¬ 
storey car park for 
redevelopment. 

It warned a model put out 
to consultation did not fit 
into the area and was too 
specific to encourage 
developers to come forward 
with alternatives. 

The council said it would 
take on board any views that 
were given during the 
consultation, which closed 
last month. 

It hopes stores could be 
open by 2014. 

The society said a 3D 
graphic promoted as the face 
of development “portrayfs] a 
circa 1970s monolithic 
development imposed on a 
tight and contextually rich 
area”. 

It would have “little 
affinity with the architecture 
of Banbury” and is 
“inappropriate for the size, 
location and character” of 
the site. 

In its official consultation 
response, the group backed 
plans to redevelop the area 
but said it was “very 
concerned at the lack of 
flexibility that the plan will 
allow”. 

The council has supported 
one of five options, for a 
60,000sqft supermarket on 
the corner of North Bar 
Street and Castle Street, five 
retail units and hotel with 
parking. 

Three others ah back a 
smaller supermarket at the 
same place and add a cinema 
and town house. 

Another backs the smaller 
supermarket further down 
Castle Street, near the

roundabout with Castle Quay 
shopping centre. 

The society urged the 
council to reconsider this 
proposal and boost the 
“damaged and downgraded” 
street. 

And it said it had a 
“serious concern” over the 
“very strong bias” for the 
preferred option, “despite its 
major and fundamental 
shortcomings”. 

It warned the scheme put 
too much emphasis on retail, 
despite a recent study 
showing town trade was 
down from the recession and 
Internet shopping. 

There was also a “very 
strong” case for adding 
homes to the site, it said, to 
help meet a housing shortage 
and a hotel would 
“significantly impact” on 
parking. 

The plan would only 
replace the 630 spaces lost 
from the multi-storey with 
spaces integrated into the 
development. 

The WRVS, a charity for 
the elderly, would be 
relocated in a new building. 

The society said it feared a 
budget hotel chain would 
take the site, conflicting with 
the council’s “high quality 
aspirations”. 

Society chairman Rob 
Kinchin-Smith told the 
Banbury Cake : “It needs to be 
broken up a bit more, a bit 
more permeable and 



something that can respond 
to the human scale of the 
area.” 

In a statement, Michael 
Gibbard, the council’s lead 
member for planning, said: 


“The whole point of the 
consultation is to ensure we 
consider as many views as 
possible before a final 
supplementary planning 
document is drawn up.”

Protests mount over Sainsbury’s bid for out-of-town supermarket 


Co-op shelves plans 


over rival’s new store 


Hammer 
gang in 
store 
robbery 

STAFF at the Mace 
Convenience Store in 
Broad Street, Banbury, 
were threatened by 
hammer-wielding thugs in 
an early morning raid. It 
happened at lam on 
Wednesday, December 28. 
The four robbers fled with 
three bottles of alcohol. A 
28-year-old man has been 
arrested on suspicion of 
robbery, common assault 
and criminal damage and 
a 34-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
robbery, actual bodily 
harm and criminal 
damage.

THE Co-op has threatened 
to shelve plans to expand its 
Chipping Norton store if a 
planned Sainsbury’s 
superstore is built on the 
edge of the town. 

Sainsbury’s has applied to 
build a supermarket on the 
site of the former Parker 
Knoll furniture factory in 
London Road. 

The retail giant, which 
already has a store in

Market Place, said the 
scheme could create up to 
150 new jobs and bring 
shoppers into the town. 

But Midcounties Co¬ 
operative has joined 
Chipping Norton Town 
Council and campaign 
group Stop Chippy’s Out Of 
Town Supermarket - known 


as Scoots - in opposing the 
plans. 

The Co-op was granted 
planning permission to 
expand its High Street store 
in October 2010. 

Chief executive Ben Reid, 
said: “Given this potentially 
significant increase in retail 
capacity we believe we have 
no choice but to put our 
development plans on hold 
until there is clarity around 


the Sainsbury’s proposal.” 

Scoots co-ordinator Steve 
Piltz said: “We do not 
believe there is enough 
room in Chipping Norton 
for three supermarkets..” 

Chipping Norton Town 
Council lodged a formal 
objection to the plan in 
October, saying it would 
suck trade out of the town. 

Sainsbury’s spokesman 
Michelle Dix said: “Around 


half of households in 
Chipping Norton currently 
leave the town to do their 
main food shopping. 

“The majority of traffic 
that would visit the 
proposed store is already on 
the local road network 
travelling to existing 
foodstores.” 

West Oxfordshire 
planners will decide on the 
scheme on February 6.

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Troubled times for shopping centre stores 


A LOCAL clothes shop will continue 
trading after its parent company 
went into administration. 

The Castle Quay shopping centre 
branch of D2 is owned by A&H 
Menswear (Retail) Ltd, which has 
gone into administration. 

Administrators BDO LLP said 19 of 


the chain’s 47 stores had closed, with 
the loss of 200 jobs.

EIGHTEEN babies were born at 
Oxfordshire hospitals on New 
Year’s Day. 

There were eight boys and six 
girls born at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital, Oxford, and a further 
four babies at the Horton 
General in Banbury. 

The first baby born at the John 
Radcliffe in 2012 was a little girl 
weighing 81b 2Y 2 oz, who was 
born at 3.24am. 

She was followed in quick suc¬ 
cession by another baby girl, an 
unnamed daughter to Lois 
Pitcher and Dave Walters, of 
Bicester, at 3.28am. 

The girl was Miss Pitcher’s 
second child, and weighed 91b 
lloz, arriving after 23 hours in 
labour. Her eldest, Jessica, now 
two, also arrived at the John 
Radcliffe but was at the other 
end of the spectrum, born at 30 
weeks weighing just 21b 8oz. 


Miss Pitcher said: “We defi¬ 
nitely weren’t expecting her to 
come today. 

“Her due date was Christmas 
Eve, but I think New Year’s Day 
is a nicer birthday than 
Christmas. 

“It’s a lovely way to start the 
year and I couldn’t have asked 
for a lot better, it’s so exciting.” 

She joked that her New Year’s 
resolution was to have no more 
children. 

Baby Pitcher was on Sunday in 
the special care baby unit receiv¬ 
ing help breathing, but was 
expected to be reunited with her 
parents and allowed to go home 
in the next couple of days. 

By 2pm, three girls and two 
boys had been at the John 
Radcliffe, and two baby girls at 
the Horton, the first at 1.32am, 
weighing 7lb lloz, and the sec¬ 
ond at 3.45am, weighing 7lb 9oz. 

Among the babies born at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital was a 
girl born to Marston couple Tara 
Lynch, 35, and estate agent 
Simon Lear, 39.

Keeping us safe in 
the depth of winter

WHILE the rest of us are 
tucked up in our warm beds 
this winter, Andy 
Whittington is out making 
sure the roads are safe. 

By day the 39-year-old 
oversees road maintenance, 
but come November he has 
an extra role, that of a grit- 
ter lorry driver. 

He is one of a crew of six 
who share a gritting rota, 
and they can be called out at 
any time of the day or night, 
if freezing weather is pre¬ 
dicted. 

Mr Whittington slipped 
out on Christmas Eve 2010 
after his two children 
Jamie, now ten, and Gracie, 
now seven, had gone to bed, 
and got back just before 
they woke up and opened 
their presents. 

Mr Whittington said: “It 


all depends on the weather. 
The winter maintenance 
manager makes the deci¬ 
sion when the crew goes 
out, based on the weather 
forecast from the Met 
Office. 

“We have to make sure we 
get the salt down before the 
road freezes. 


“Recently we had a snow 
warning and we went out at 
about midnight for three- 
and-a-half to four hours. 

“I have been out on a 
Christmas Eve after the 
kids had gone to bed, and 
just got back before they 
opened their presents. 

“It can make it hard work 


for my wife, Lyndsay, at 
Christmas. 

“The year before last we 
were very busy. We were 
doing long hours, difficult 
shifts and I didn’t see much 
of the kids or get a chance 
to build snowmen with 
them.” 

All the drivers have a full¬ 


time job as well as driving 
gritter trucks, and are 
trained on skid pan skills, 
so they can control the vehi¬ 
cle even if it hits black ice. 

For drivers, one wrong 
touch on the brakes could 
see them lose control of 
their heavy trucks. 

In a decade of doing the 
job, Mr Whittington said he 
had had no near misses. 

Mr Whittington said: 
“Some roads are wide, so I 
have no issues getting the 
vehicle through. But when 
you are driving around 
places, busy, narrow places, 
the way some people park 
can make it difficult and I 
have to edge through or 
reverse through. 

“The extra money is good, 
especially in this financial 
climate, but I also get a 
sense of keeping everyone 
safe, and that keeps us 
going.”

SPENDING on pavement repairs in 
Oxfordshire has rocketed by 70 per cent 
to £2.3m, new figures show. 

Oxfordshire County Council’s bill for 
repairing kerbs, pavements and public 
walkways rose to £2.3m last year, up 
from £1.5m in 2007. 

Spokesman Owen Morton said: “A 
number of factors are likely to have 
contributed, including harsh winters 
and the inevitable rise in costs 
associated with labour and materials.” 

It comes as the budget for the 
highways and transport department’s 
budget is squeezed as part of a council¬ 
wide drive to save £119m from 2011 to 
2015. 

The department - spending about 
£55m last year - has to cut £13m out of 
its costs over the next four years. 

The figures were uncovered by the 
Guide Dogs charity, which said drivers 
who park with two wheels on

pavements are to blame for about one- 
in-five repairs. 

Head of campaigns David Cowdrey 
said: “Pavements are built to cope with 
the weight of people - including people 
in wheelchairs, mums with pushchairs, 
blind or partially-sighted people with 
long canes or guide dogs and older 
people with shopping trolleys. 

“They’re not built to withstand the 
weight of cars, vans or lorries. Paving 
slabs are particularly vulnerable to 
cracking under such pressure.” 

He called for motorists to be “more 
considerate” when parking and for 
councils to ban parking on pavements 
where needed. 

Mr Morton said: “Pavement parking 
undoubtedly contributes to wear and 
tear of pavements, though it would be 
impossible to measure its effects 

against other factors.” 

It comes after the 
council admitted that 
the county’s roads had 
got worse in 2010, for the 
first time in five years. 

It got £9m last 
summer from the 
Government for road 
repairs but said £70m 
was needed for 
resurfacing all its 
damaged roads. 

Former construction 
firm owner Adrian 
Taylor, who has written 
35 letters to the council 
over the condition of his 
local pavements, said he 
was not surprised by the 
rise in repair costs. 

He said: “It is up and 
down, all over the place. 
There are a lot of trip 
points. I have witnessed 
two people who tripped 
and fell.” 

The 66-year-old added: 
“I am disabled and I 
have to watch every step 
I take. I couldn’t walk 
along these pavements 
in the dark.”

Looking back on a 


A fter the Government 
announced a major 
programme of 
spending cuts in October 
2010, Banbury was soon to 
feel the pinch in 2011. In 
January, we reported that 
Cherwell District Council 
was looking at slashing the 
budget for Banbury Museum, 
and that was following a 21 
per cent cut from 2008 to 2010. 

The next month 
Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Keith Mitchell faced 



angry questions at a meeting 
in Adderbury over plans to 
axe all funding for its library, 
in the hope volunteers would 
run it instead. A later change 
of policy saw the council 
pledge to keep it open - with 
half paid staff and half 
volunteers. 

Even funding for floral 
displays was removed by 
Cherwell District Council 
which, to the outrage of 
motorists, went on to raise 
parking fees and introduce 
evening charges and fees for 
the disabled. In August, we 
reported these measures had 
led to a 60 per cent rise in 
parking penalty tickets being 
issued, as many motorists 
claimed they had been 
unaware of the changes. 
Then, following a wave of 
protest, came a council U- 
turn and the evening fees 
were scrapped and parking 
allowed in disabled bays for 
blue badge holders. 

Pensioners spoke of their 
concerns about changes to 
the dial-a-ride service. The 
district council spent £187,000 
on the service last year but it 
will be run by the county 
council from April, meaning 
cash will be spread around 
Oxfordshire more evenly, 
reducing the level of service. 
Dot Wilkins, 82, said of 
OAPS: “They would be lost 
without it.” 

If ever a reminder of the 
tough times was needed, it 
came in October when 
Banbury’s People’s Church 
announced it was to open a 
food bank to help the rising 
number of families on the 
breadline. 

But despite the recession, a 
series of controversial, 
exciting and eyebrow-raising 
development plans grabbed 
headlines. 

In January, a plan for a 
Premier Inn at the Kraft food 
factory site in Southam Road 
was rejected by the district

council over concerns it 
would hit town trade. 

Plans for six industrial 
units at the former Sapa 
aluminium factory site, also 
in Southam Road, were 
approved in March. 

And Cherwell Valley 
Services, off Junction 10 of 
the M40, was up and running 
by the summer after 
buildings were closed 
following a devastating April 
2010 fire. 

In Chipping Norton, one 
plan dominated debate, 
building a new Sainsbury’s 
store on an out-of-town site 
in London Road. The town 
council objected but West 
Oxfordshire District Council 
will have the final say this 
year. 

Cropredy, meanwhile, was 
seized by plans for two 
marinas, a 249-boat marina 
near Claydon Road and 29- 
boat plan off School Lane. A 
decision is expected this 
month. 

In September, motorsport 


firm Prodrive announced it 
was bidding to leave its 
home, near Junction 11 of 
the M40, for new premises 
nearby, making way for a 
major new retail park, 
which, it is hoped will 
feature Marks & Spencer and 
Next stores. 

In December, a plan for six 
more industrial units in 
nearby Overthorpe Road 
were announced, bringing 
the total number of promised 
new jobs to 1,500. 

Energy firm Regenco said 
in September it was 
considering a eight-turbine 
wind farm north of Hanwell, 
to concern from residents. 

And major plans to replace 
the Gala Bingo building and 
multi-storey car park in 
Bolton Road, Banbury, for a 
major supermarket and 
shops were announced. 

Plans for 65 homes on 
fields in Adderbury that 
were previously rejected by 
the council returned in 
October. No decision has

been made. We also reported 
this month how a developer 
wants to put 150 homes 
beyond the historic Salt Way 
path south of Banbury, 
which civic leaders said was 
the symbolic dividing line 
between the town and 
villages. 

The Government’s 
controversial High Speed 2 
rail line, from London to 
Birmingham, continued to 
grab attention. In August, the 
county council spoke out 
against the scheme, which 
could be routed through land 
between Finmere and 
Mixbury. 

In education, long-mooted 
plans for a sixth form were 
announced at Warriner 
School in October, though 
Banbury School objected 
over concerns it would 
stretch pupil numbers too 
thinly. 

Banbury School 
encountered controversy 
itself when it announced 
plans to sell part of its 
playing field to pay for new 
sports facilities. Some 
neighbours objected but the 
school said it had plenty of 
land for pupils. 

After funds for an 
ambitious rebuild were 
slashed, Oxford & Cherwell 
Valley College carried out a 
£3.4m refurbishment of its 
art block and brought 
forward the first phase of the 
redevelopment of its 
Broughton Road site, to 
create a new media studies 
and car workshop. 

In October, education 
inspectors from Ofsted 
praised Hardwick Primary 
School as “significantly 
improved”, 12 months after 
criticising the school. 

Banbury’s health services 
were given a boost in 
February when £500,000 work 
to double the size of the 
Horton General Hospital’s 
cancer centre was completed.

The following month, 
Chipping Norton’s new 
community hospital opened 
in Russell Way, featuring 14 
ensuite rooms and outpatient 
facilities. 

Horton chiefs came under 
fire in October for plans to 
cut gynaecology beds from 12 
to six but was last month 
applauded for bringing 
forward long-mooted plans to 
set up a five-machine kidney 
dialysis unit. The unit, to be 
up and running by April, 
means 26 patients will no 
longer face a journey to 
Oxford’s Churchill Hospital 
for regular treatment. 

There was uproar among 
residents in the Bretch Hill 
area in October when water 
supplies to 4,000 homes were 
lost overnight and through 
the next day, leading Thames 
Water to deliver thousands of 
bottles to waiting crowds. 
Some residents praised 
community spirit as 
householders looked after the 
more vulnerable but a water 
boss said some “selfish” 
residents took too many 
bottles. 

Crime and heartbreaking 
deaths shocked and saddened 
residents in 2011. 

Michael Kelly was jailed 
for at least 30 years in April 
for the December 2010 axe 
murder of former partner 
Sally Cox and her 22-year-old 
son, Martin Faulkner, while 
wearing a halloween mask at 
their Mold Crescent, 

Banbury, home. 

The town was shocked in 
November when a 14-year-old 


boy raped a woman in her 70s 
after conning his way into 
her home following a 
Remembrance Day service by 
claiming he wanted to talk to 
her about the war. The boy, 
who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, admitted the 
rape and will be sentenced on 
January 20. 

Pupils at Warriner School 
were devastated by the death 
of 16-year-old Eddie Lynch, 
who was riding his moped in 
Deddington on April 15 when 
he was hit by speeding drink- 
driver Glen Holburt. 

The school was again hit 
by tragedy when former pupil 
Jay Wills, 17, was killed in a 
car crash on Broughton Road 
on August 10. 

Twyford resident Olivia 
Jefferies, 18, was killed when 
her Peugeot 107 collided with 
a Ford Focus in Adderbury 
on June 12 and Robert 
Huntington, who ran 
Clifton’s Duke of 
Cumberland’s Head, died 
when his Audi A4 hit a tree 
on July 9. Friends described 
him as a “colourful, unique 
and wonderfully gifted 
character”. 

Floral tributes were left in 
Bolton Road after 17-year-old 
former Blessed George 
Napier Catholic School pupil 
Matthew Measures fell from 
the multi-storey car park on 
September 25. 

There was a double tragedy 
when Cullum Miles, 25 and 
Stacey Westwood, 20, were 
killed when their car crashed 
in Broughton Road on 
November 6.

T ruth may be stranger than 
fiction but it’s seldom 
more entertaining, 
especially when projected on to 
the big screen. 

The Lady is an epic love story 
based on the life of Aung San 
Suu Kyi, the Nobel Peace Prize¬ 
winning Burmese political 
activist, who lived under house 
arrest for more than 15 years 
during the time her National 
League for Democracy party 
triumphed in national elections. 

She was under guard when 
her husband, living in Oxford, 
lost his valiant battle against 
prostate cancer. And in 
November 2010, when she was 
finally released, Kyi had not 
seen her children for ten years. 

Screenwriter Rebecca Frayn 
interviewed the people closest to 
Kyi and over the course of three 
years, she crafted the script for 
this fascinating tale of one 
woman’s brave stand against the 
military junta in Burma. 

Unfortunately, documented 
fact doesn’t lend itself 
particularly well to exhilarating 


cinema. Kyi’s enforced isolation 
from acolytes and the media 
results in repetitive scenes of 
lead actress Michelle Yeoh 
shedding tears in close-up as 
Burma’s national heroine makes 
telephone calls back home to 
learn the fate of her loved ones. 

For long periods of the 
picture, there is no physical 
contact between Yeoh and David 
Thewlis as Kyi’s ferociously 
loyal husband, starving the 
central romance of oxygen and 
threatening to extinguish any 
sparks of on-screen chemistry. 

A prologue set in 1947 
Rangoon documents the death of 


Kyi’s father, Burmese 
nationalist leader Gen Aung 
San, during negotiations to form 
a new government. 

By 1998, Kyi (Yeoh) is a 
housewife living in Oxford with 
her husband Michael (Thewlis), 
a university lecturer in Tibetan 
and Himalayan Studies, and 
their two children, Alexander 
(Jonathan Woodhouse) and Kim 
(Jonathan Raggett). 

When news reaches Kyi about 
the ailing health of her mother 
Daw Khin Kyi (Marian Yu), she 
flies to Burma and becomes 
embroiled in the national 
uprising.

Rising rate of alcohol 
injuries and illnesses 


THE number of people going to hospital 
with alcohol-related injuries and illnesses 
has risen by more than 50 per cent in five 
years. 

And one-in-five Oxfordshire adults 
drinks over the recommended amount. 

But according to health bosses, no one is 
“ready to hear the message” about the 
damage that drinking is doing to their 
health. 

In 2005-2006, some 6,000 Oxfordshire 
hospital admissions were attributable to 
alcohol. 

Last year, that had risen to well over 
9,000. 

The largest proportion of alcohol-related 
admissions were for conditions such as 
cataracts, heart rhythm problems, 
unspecified chest pain, urinary tract 
infections, and 
cancers associated 
with drinking. 

The figures were 
released in the 
county’s annual 
public health 
report. Its 
compiler, Dr 
Jonathan 
McWilliam, said: 

“All indications 
are that levels of 
drinking are 
gradually rising 
and that services 
are expending 


more money and more effort to respond to 
the results in terms of ill health, accidents 
and crime.” Men, who drink more than 
three to four units per day, and women, 
who drink more than two to three units a 
day, are putting themselves at risk of 
developing alcohol-related illnesses. A 
report by the alcohol dependency service, 
Turning Point, revealed parents made up 
half of the 12,248 people who called on 
their advice last year. 

The average was 24 for mothers and 33 
for fathers - the equivalent of three bottles 
of wine or up to 15 pints of beer. 

The Oxford University Hospitals Trust 
has released leaflets and flyers about the 
dangers of drinking. 

It includes advice such as “eat before you 
go out, and while you are drinking”’ and 
“‘don’t drink in rounds, 
as you’ll tend to drink 
more”. 

Dr McWilliam added: 
“The real solution is 
through prevention. 

That means persuading 
people of all ages to 
drink sensibly. It is 
highly unlikely that in 
the current climate the 
public sector can push 
back against the wave of 
cheap booze, relaxed 
licensing laws and a 
culture which subtly 
condones drinking.”

Jersey 
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Health chief points to an ageing population 

Caring is ‘our 
top priority’ 


CARING for 
Oxfordshire’s older 
people “dwarfs all 
other priorities” for the 
county, according to a 
new report from the 
county’s health 
director, Dr Jonathan 
McWilliam. 

Each year his 
observations outline 
key areas of concern 
about the health of the 
county, and highlights 
where improvements 
must be made. 

In it Dr McWilliam 
warns that health 
bosses “cannot wait” to 
find new approaches to 
the care of older 
people. 

He said: “It is a 
blessing that long lives 
and good health are 
increasing steadily in 
this county, but service 
planners face the 
challenge of 
redesigning services to

meet the needs of older 
people in the face of 
changing expectations 
and a harsher fiscal 
environment.” 

He added: “This is 
the absolute immediate 
priority and it dwarfs 
all other priorities in 
this report. 

“New approaches to 
the care of older people 
must be found if the 
public sector is to 


remain solvent: we 
cannot wait.” 

Recently it was 
revealed that by 2031 
the number of people 
who are over 85 will 
have increased by 150 
per cent in the 
Cherwell area alone. 

Health chiefs say the 
ageing population 
represents one of the 
biggest funding 
pressures for the 
county because older 
people place a bigger 
demand on services. 


Dr McWilliam lists 16 
key ingredients in 
creating a ‘recipe for 
success’, including 
preventing disease by 
encouraging people to 
take exercise and eat 
five portions of fruit 
and vegetables a day 
when they are in their 
40s and 50s, and asking 
people to take charge of 
their own care if they 
can afford to. 

It also pushes the 
importance of 
supporting unpaid 
volunteers and carers. 

Michael Hugh-Jones, 
secretary of the 
Oxfordshire Pensioners 
Action Group, said: ”1 
think a lot of older 
people would rather 
not be seen as a 
burden. 

“They don’t want to 
be living long into old 
age if they are not well 
enough to enjoy life.”

OUTLOOK FOR THE 2012 RENTAL MARKET 


In 2011, at a general level, the supply of rental property was unable to keep up with tenant demand yet this 
wasn’t true across all locations/types of property. Whilst rents rose across the 12 months, the pace of growth 

was more moderate towards the end of the year than earlier. 

Whilst new landlord instructions did increase in the last three months of 2011, some properties, particularly family 
homes, were coming to the lettings market after unsuccessful sales campaigns. This resulted in an over supply 
of 3 bedroom homes and a shortage of 1, 2 and 4 bedroom homes, more so in towns than village/rural locations. 

With an uncertain housing market, fewer landlords opted to sell at the end of a tenancy agreement. 

Tenants generally are staying put longer although becoming wary of signing up for long tenancy agreements due 
to economic uncertainty. Recognising a property will be their long term home, tenants are becoming increasingly 
keen on well presented properties and avoid those which are starting to become tired so ongoing and regular 

maintenance remains key for landlords. 

In 2012, these trends will continue.
